mining interests of Nevada. The out- 
put of bullion, notwithstanding the de- 
preciation of the value -of silver, the 
present year will exoeed that of any of 
the previous years by several mil'ions. 
The new finds that are being made south 
tind east are most encouraging;. Even 
the woik being done on tlie Comstocli, 
•which has been held in the hollow of 
the hands of comparatively few men for 
speculative purposes, is on the increase. 
The system of concentrators is making 
the reduction of the low grade ores of 
which there are millions ci tons, a 
source of profit. 


Heretofore too many have considered 


the Comatook as being Nevada. The 
famous Lapantu mine, the Paradise Val- 
ley mines and the hundred of others 
that are being quietly worked and tha 
ore shipped to Sun Francisco, Salt Lake, 
Den,rer and various other places for re- 
duction, denies tho possibility of the 
concession claimed by our contempor- 
ary. The fact that two combinations, 
each composed of the most intelligent 
of mining in on, after having made the 
fullest investigation, have decided to 
erect reduction works at Keuo, is 
against 
the ill-considered assertion. 


AVhile the State has capabilities outside 
of her leading industry, mining, aud the 
preas attempts to encourage nnd foster 
these and make them sources of profit 
to the State and wealth to her citizens, 
cannot be construed into an admission, 
nor an argument in the faces of facts, 
that our mining interests are waning. 
The truth is they are more promising 


they have been for years. 


In conversation with a San Francisco 


Post reporter regarding the extra ses- 
sion of the California Legislature now 
in session ex-Senator Sargent remarked 
about the Senatorial election: "Ido not 
think there should be one. Unless the 
Legislature is in session a fortnight 
there will be no legal duty or right to 
elect.

A BEAUTIFUL BANNER. 


Hew York's Tribute to the Veterans 


of California. 


The Grand Army delegates to the En- 


trapment from New York City and 
Brooklyn will bring with them a mag- 
nificent present for their comrudes in 
he Department of California in com- 
memoration of the national gathering of 
he "boys in blue" at the sun-illumin- 
ited doors of the Goltlon Gate. 
The 


ntended gift is a banner eight by six 
!eet, and when mounted on its "cradle" 
t will stand eleven feet high. It is ac- 
snowledged by the Eastern press to be 
;he finest specimen of this class or art 
ever exhibited. The center of the ban- 
ner is of spotless white satin, and on 
the top and bottom are 590 small 
squares of yellow plush of the finest 
quality that could be puichused in the 
dry goods market of New York. Each 
square if, four inches long by three wide 
and the names aud the numbers of the 
posts are worktd on them in black silk. 
In the center of the satin field in bold 
relief is a Grand Army badge, with a 
riobou surmounted by orobsea cannons 
and an eagle. The brown shades of the 
oros>b uie luaguinuimly winked, and the 
contrast with the whole is most striking. 
On each silo of the badge me the coat 
of arms of the States of New York and 
California in circular form and bordered 
with gold brnid, which makes a hand- 
some frame. The colors are so delicately 
worked aud blended that the shields 
look as though they had been hand 
painted. The banner is a credit to the 
designer ns well as thosa who have car- 
ried out tbe plan lu all its details. 


The presentation will be made at the 


Pavilion ou the opening night, August 
3d, after which the banner will be 
placed on exhibition for a few days. 


ID addition to this handsome tribute 


the veterans of the Department of New 
York will present their California breth- 
ern with a colossal album, containing 
750 photographs of all the present and 
past national uommutidais of the Grand 
Army of the Kepublio of the State of 
New York, the present "mid past com- 
manders of the Department of New York 
aud the commanders of the 590 posts of 
the order in that State. The album is 
bound ia morocco aud mounted on a 
stand specially designed and manufac- 
tured for it.
